Specification 



The substitute specification filed on February 24, 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

The added material "Ni-Mo 0 . 5 Wo.5-0" in line 5 of page 6 is not supported by the original 
disclosure. The formula "NH4-Ni-Moo.5Wo.5-O" in line 13 of page 30 is different from the added 



The formula "Ni-Moi. x -W x -0" inserted in line 12 of page 6 is not supported by the 
original disclosure. The formula that is supported by the original disclosure is "NH 4 -Ni-Moi_ x - 



The words "acid functionalized" in line 7 of page 9 and in lines 10 and 20 of page 29 is 
not supported by the original disclosure. 

The added material in lines 1 - 1 0 of page 7 is not supported by the original disclosure. 
Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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The whole limitation in claim 19 was not described in the specification at the time the 
application was filed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-18 and 20-24 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reason for allowance is that no prior art of record discloses or renders obvious a 
hydroprocessing process comprising a first and second hydroprocessing stages wherein at least 
one second stage hydroprocessing catalyst is a bulk multi-metallic catalyst which comprises at 
least one Group VIII non-noble metal and at least two Group VIB metals wherein the ratio of 
Group VB metal to Group VIII non-noble metal is from about 10: 1 to about 1:10.
